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New Features/ Enhancements

Purpose

The purpose of this document is to notify all users of the MEC trial court system of the most recent
updates that have been made to the system. This document provides details of the changes made to the
MEUC trial court system functionality and are noted below.

Query

The Query screen has been updated to allow Court Users to query cases using the following new search
options:
Court Users:
e Social Security Number (SSN) —
o The SSN field only accepts entry of either 4 or 9 digit numbers.
o 4 digit number searches will return cases where the 4 digit string matches any 4 consecutive
numbers in a party SSN field.
o 9 digit number searches will only return cases where the 9 numbers entered match an exact

party SSN.

e Date of Birth (DOB) —
o Must use MM/DD/YYYY format for search.
o Search results will only include cases containing parties with exact DOB matches only.

e Arrest Tracking Number (Arrest Tracking No) — Criminal cases only.
o Search results will only include cases containing exact matches for Arrest Tracking Number
entries on criminal defendant counts.

Reports

New Calendar Events Report —
Court Users:
e A new “Related Case” display checkbox has been added to the New Calendar Events Report.
Court users now have the option to display any related cases on the report.

e This change applies to civil and criminal cases. However, criminal cases cannot currently be
linked to other criminal cases, only to civil cases — expungements for example.

e Criminal case to criminal case linking is currently under review for potential development in the
future.

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Docket Sheet/Report —
All Users:
o Active Settings / Upcoming Settings
o The “Active Settings” section of the Docket Report has been renamed “Upcoming
Settings”
o Oanly active (non-terminated/non-canceled) settings from the current day forward will
display on the Docket Report.
o Previously, all active settings were displayed, including those in the past.
e  Only “hearing” type settings are displayed; “deadline” type settings are not
displayed.
o “Upcoming Settings” will now display on the Docket Report in all cases: Chancery,
Circuit, and County — civil and criminal.
o Previously, the “Active Settings” only displayed on Circuit Criminal cases.
o The document number associated with the active setting will now display with the setting,
if a setting is associated with a document.
o The time of the setting will now also display.
o If there are no qualifying settings to display, “None Found” will be displayed under
Upcoming Settings

e The Docket Report may now be executed using the “Enter” key, in addition to clicking the
“Run” button.

Civil Cases Report —
All Users:

e The Civil Cases Report will now display the date of the last filing event when the “Include Last
Filing Event” checkbox is selected as one of the report options.

e This change was made to the Criminal Cases Report in a previous Release and has now been
applied to the Civil Cases Report.

Chancery - Civil Events

» Attorney E-Filing: 30 Day Closed Case Restriction — MEC Chancery Courts:

e Attorneys will no longer be allowed to e-file in chancery court cases that have been closed in
MEC for more than 30 calendar days.

e Attorneys will receive an informational message and be prevented from e-filing when attempting
to file in any chancery case that has been closed for more than 30 days.

e This change applies to all Attorney e-filing events in chancery courts, with the exception of filing
events in the “Appeal Documents” list.

» New Chancery & Circuit Filing Events:

1. Clerk’s Entry of Defaulter and Motion for Citation (Batch Filing)
Civil event list: Batch - Motions
Court user filing.

e Batch filing event created to allow for batch filing of Clerk’s Entry of Defaulter documents.
e Does not give option to generate form, must attach own document/form.

> Existing Chancery & Circuit Filing Events - Updates:

1. Appeal Mandate
Civil event list: Appeal Documents
Court user filing.

e Legacy document filings may now be linked.
2. Clerk’s Entry of Defaulter

Civil event list: Motions
Court user filing.

e Added option to attach document/form.
o Previously, this event only allowed docketing of MEC generated form. Both options are
given now.

3. Notice of Change of Address
Civil event list: Notices
Court and Attorney filing.

e New filings will now include the party/filer name in the docket text.

Circuit - Civil Events

» Existing Circuit Filing Events - Updates:

1. Scheduling Order
Civil event list: Other Orders/Judgments
Court user filing.

e Status Conference setting option added.

Circuit - Criminal Events

» New Circuit Criminal Events:

1. Criminal Case — Open&Assign
Criminal Case Menu: “Open a Case”
Court user filing.
e TFunctions similarly to the “Civil Case — Open&Assign” case opening event.
o Opens a new unsealed criminal case and assigns the next criminal case number.
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o Event will also randomly assign a judge if the court is set up to do so. The judge
assignment will display at the conclusion of the case opening.

2. Criminal Case (Sealed) — Open&Assign
Criminal Case Menu: “Open a Case”
Court user filing.
e Functions similatly to the “Civil Case (Sealed) — Open&Assign” case opening event.
o Opens a new sealed criminal case and assigns the next criminal case number.
o Event will also randomly assign a judge if the court is set up to do so. The judge
assignment will display at the conclusion of the case opening.

3. Order Reassigning Case
Criminal event list: Other Orders/Judgments
Court user filing.
e 'This new event has been created and added to the criminal Other Orders/Judgments event
list.
e This event functions in the same manner as its civil counterpart.

» Existing Circuit Criminal Filing Events - Updates:

1. Calendar Entry
Criminal event list: Utility Events
Court user filing.

e Option to attach document to filing event added.
e Docket Call and Docket Recall added as settings options within this event.

2. Discovery Receipt

Criminal event list: Discovery Documents
Court and Attorney filing.

e “a5to” Defendant text has been added to the docket text to indicate the defendant case as
to which the filing relates.

3. Discovery Response and Demand/Request for Notice of Alibi

Criminal event list: Discovery Documents
Court and Attorney filing.

e “a5to” Defendant text has been added to the docket text to indicate the defendant case as
to which the filing relates.

e Text box has been added to allow attorney filers to provide additional information during
filing.
4. Final Judgment (Nisi)

Criminal event list: Other Orders/Judgments
Court user filing.

e Event name updated, Nisi placed in parenthesis. Docket text updated to reflect change.

e Prompt added to set new deadline “Final Judgment Returnable.”

e Event prompts user to terminate any previously set “Judgment Nisi Returnable” deadlines.
e Sets Case Flag “Final Judgment Issued.”
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Judgment Nisi
Criminal event list: Other Orders/Judgments
Court user filing.
e Prompt added to set new deadline “Judgment Nisi Returnable.”

Notice of Hearing
Criminal event list: Notices
Court user filing.
e This event has been modified to allow selection of only Hearing and Trial Settings.
e The user is now given the option to enter a description of the hearing, which is displayed in
the docket text.

Waiver of Arraignment and Entry of Plea
Criminal event list: Waivets
Court and Attorney filing.
e The “Plea Pending” and “Arraignment Pending” Case Flags are now cleared automatically
upon completion of the filing.

e This event now gives court users the option to unseal the case, if needed.

Waiver of Arraignment and Order Setting Trial
Criminal event list: Other Orders/Judgments
Court user filing.
e The “Plea Pending” and “Arraignment Pending” Case Flags are now cleared automatically
upon completion of the filing.

e This event now gives court users the option to unseal the case, if needed.

Circuit - Case Flags

The following Case Flag options have been added to Circuit Courts, relating to criminal bonds:

Otder for Revocation of License
Order Revoking Qualification Bond
Final Judgment Issued

Register as Sex Offender

These case flags may be added/removed using the “Set/Clear Flags” Utility Event (Criminal & Civil).

Circuit - Deadlines

The following Deadlines have been added to Circuit Courts, relating to criminal bonds:
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Additional System Enhancements

> Case Participants screen - Court users will now receive an informational message when adding
attorneys not registered with MEC to a case.

o See Appendix A., Figure 5.1.

» Case Participants screen - Entry validations/requirements have been added to the Date of Birth,
SSN, and Birth State fields (Court Users only) —

o The “SSN” field now requires entry in 4 or 9 digit numeric format. No other characters are
allowed.

* Previous entries that do not conform to this standard will be displayed, but a party
cannot be edited until the SSN is changed to a 4 or 9 digit number or removed.

o The “Date of Birth” field now requires entties to be in MM/DD/YYYY format.

® Previous entries that do not conform to this standard will be displayed, but a party
cannot be edited/updated until the Date of Birth is changed to the proper format or
removed.

o The “Birth State” field has been updated to only allow a two character entry.

= Previously, this field allowed entry of more than two characters which caused errors
when saving/updating the case party.

» Consolidated/Related Case Filing - Text instructions received when filing in cases associated with
other cases have been made clearer when contemplating e-filing in one or more of the associated
cases with a single filing.

o See Appendix A., Figure 7.1.

» Civil Electronic Appeal Record Transfer - A new progress bar has been added to the civil electronic
appeal submission processing screen to provide a visual indication of system progress in bundling
and transmitting selected documents to the Supreme Court.

o See Appendix A., Figure 8.1.

» Criminal Count Disposition — When disposing criminal counts on any count disposition
event/screen in MEC, a Disposition Method is now required.

Bug Fixes

> Fixed an issue that would result in the user receiving a blank screen and not allowed to proceed
when attempting to terminate a schedule record under certain circumstances.

» Fixed an issue that occurred on cases containing many exhibits/attachments that added extra
blank spaces to the Docket Report when using the Create Record on Appeal function.
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> Fixed an issue that caused the “Last Filing Event” to not propetly display in some cases on the
Civil Cases and Criminal Cases report when the “Last Filing Event” filter option was selected.

» Fixed an issue when creating new calendar entries which caused the default judge selection to
revert to the original presiding judge on cases that had been assigned to another judge. The
default judge selection on calendar entry screens will now always display the current presiding
judge to the user. The user may still select another judge.

» Fixed an issue that occurred in rare instances whetre a document could be overwritten when filed
at the same time as another document filing on the same district server, which required document
recovery and replacement.

» Fixed an issue where an incorrect receipt number could be generated when using the batch filing
fee events (Chancery).

» Bond Company drop-down selection lists are now propetly sorted alphabetically.
